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AN  D  behold  I  when  the  tidings  came  to 
the  great  city  that  is  afar  off",  the  city  that 
ia  in  the  land  of  Britain,  how  the  men  of 
Bo  Hon,  even  the  Boftonites,  had  arofe,  a 
great  multitude,  and  deftroyed  the  TEA, 
the  abominable  merchandize  of  the  eaii*  and  call 
into  the  midll  of  the  fea  t 

2.  That  the  Lord  the  King  waxed*  exceeding;' 
'wroth,  infomuch  that  the  form  of  his  vif?ge  was 
changed,  and  his  knees  fmote  one  againft  the  other* 
j.  Then  he  affembled  together  the  Princes,  the; 
Nobles,  the  Counfellors,  the  Judges,  and  all  the  Rulers 
or  the  people,  ev?n  the  great  Sanhedrim,  and  when 
he  had  told  them  what  things  were  come  to  pafs, 

4.  They  fmote  their  breads  and  faid,  Thefe  men 
fear  thee  not,  O  King,  neither  have  they  obeyed  thte 
voice  of  our  Lord  tlie  King,  nor  worfliipped  tha 
T  E  A  CHES  T,  which  thou  haft  fet  up,  whofe 
length  was  three  cubits,  and  the  breadth  thereof  one 
cubit  and  an  half. 

5.  Now  therefore  make  a  decree  that  their  har- 
bours be  blocked  up,  and  ports  fhut,  that  their  mer- 
chants may  be  broke,-  and  their  multitudes  perifll,thac 
theie  may  be  no  more  the  voice  of  merchandize  heard 
in  the  land,  that  their  mips  that  goeth  upon  the  wa- 
ters, may  be  funk  injhe  depths  thereof,  and  their 
mariner*  dwindle  away  So  nought,  that  their  cods  and 
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oil  y  ftink,  and  the  whale,  the  great  Levia- 
than, may  be  no  more  troubled,  for  that  they  have  re- 
belled againd  thee. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pafs  that  the  king  hearkened 
unto  the  voice  of  thefe  fons  of  Belial. 

7.  Then  arofe  Mordecai,  the  Benjamite,  who  was 
four  fcore  and  five  years  old,  an  aged  man  whom  the 
Lord  loved,  a  wife  man,  a  foothfa^ef,,  aji  astrologer, 
in  vvhbjntwas  w'irio^frojn  a^oye,  and:he  faidunto  the 
^ing»  K4^*yvlte^;.j(I):Kihg;.ht'&!>y  Servant  fpeak. 

8.  And  theKing  co.ippanded.that  he  mould  fpeak. 

9.  Then  ^<traeCai:fpake".iljiud,  in  the  prefence 
of  all  the  Princes,'  the" Nobles,  "the  Counfellors,  the 
Judges*  aikryhe  tRakrfflof.th^.p'eopIe,' -and  faid,  O 
King^*iive;f6r  je\er./ *.•      '    .  I 

10*  T*hy  throne,  O  King,  is  encompafied  about 
with  lies,  and  thy  fervant?,  the  Bcrnardites  and  the 
Hutchinfonians,  are  full  of  deceit,  for  be  it  known* 
unto  thee,  O  King,  they  hide  the  truth  from  thee# 
and  wrongfully  accufe  the  men  of  Bollon,'  for  behold, 
thefe  letters  in  mine  hand  witnefTcth  fore  againfl 
them  ;  O  King,  if  thou  art  wife,  thou  wilt  under- 
ftand  thefe  things-. 

11.  And  there  was  prefent  one  of  the  King's 
Counfellors,  a  Jacobite,  a  vagabond,  a  Wedderbur- 
nite,  and  he  ufed  foul  language,  and  faid  unto  Morde- 
cai, Thou  Heft  ;  and  Mordecai  anfwered  and  (aid  unro 
him,  God  will  fmite  thee,  thou  whited  walj,  and 
Mordecai  departed  from  amongft  them. 

12.  And  behold  the  Princes,  the  Nobles,  the 
Counfellors,  the  judges,  and  all  the  Rulers  of  the 
people,  cried  out  vehemently  againft  Mordecai,  for 
they  were  in  fear  becaufe  of  Mordecai's  wifdom. 

13.  An.'  they  befought  the  King  that  he  would 
take  from  Mordecai  his  poil,  for  he  was  in  high  ho- 
nour before  -hat  time. 

14.  So  they  prevailed  on  the  King,  and  he  took 
from  Mordecai  his  port  and  all  that  he  had,  and  Mor- 
decai was  persecuted  yet  more  and  more,  but  he  bore 
it  patiently,  for  Job  was  his  grandfather**  great  grand- 
father ;  moreover,  he  knew  the  times  mud  alter, 

I  the  King's  eyes  would  be  opened  anon: 
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15.  Now  in  the  feventh  month,  in  the  fourteenth 
day  of  the  month,  the  Lord  the  King  commanded 
Thomas,  the  captain  of  the  Gageites,  faying, 

16.  Choofe  thou  the  valiant  men  of  Britain,  by 
hundreds  and  by  thoufands,  and  get  ye  together  the 
fhips,  even  the  mips  of  war,  the  terror  of  the  nations 
round  about,  and  make  your  way  towards  the  coafts 
of  the  Americanites,  the  land  of  the  Boftonians,  that 
lieth  on  the  other  fide  of  the  fea  weftward.s  and  cut 
off  all  that  pifTeth  againft  the  wall,  and  utterly  de- 
ftroy  all  their  cities  with  fire  and  with  fword,  for  they 
have  rebelled  againft  me. 

17.  Howbeit,  the  men  of  Bofton  had  intelligence 
thereof,  for  they  kept  their  fpies  abroad  from  the  eafl 
to  the  weft,  and  from  the  north  to  the  fouth  ;  and 
when  the  tidings  came  of  thefe  things,  they  rent  their 
clothes,  and  fafted,  put  on  fackcloth,  and  went  fofrly. 

18.  And  the  Boftonites,  the  men  of  New-Eng- 
land, fpake  unto  Jedediah,  the  fcribe,  that  he  would 
bring  the  book  of  the  hw  of  their  fathers,  which  tke 
Lord  had  commanded  they  mould  obey. 

19.  Then  Jedediah,  the  prieft,  brought  the  book 
of  the  law  before  the  congregation,  both  of  men  and 
women  that  could  underftand  it. 

20.  And  he  read  therein  in  the  ftreet  that  was  be- 
fore  the  Water-gate,  and  in  the  Market-place,  and  at 
the  entry  of  the  Fifh-gate,  and  in  the  Old-South, from 
the  morning  until  the  mid-day,  ana!  from  the  mid-day 
until  the  evening. 

21.  For  Jedediah  the  prieft  had  underftandjng  of 
the  times  to  know  what  the  Americanites  ought  to 
do,  and  what  they  ought  not  to  do,  and  all  his  bre- 
theren  were  at  his  commandment. 

22.  And  the  ears  of  all  the  people  hearkened  unto 
the  book  of  the  law,  an4  entered  into  a  folerfln  league 
and  covenant,  that  they  would  obey  the  book  of  the 
law,  and  none  other,  both  the  priefts  and  the  Levites, 

23.  And  behold  when.  Thomas,  the  Gageite,  was 
come  into  the  land  of  the  Boftonites,  he  threatned 
them  fore,  and  fwore  l?y  the  life  of  Phanaoaa  info- 
much  that  fomf  of  tjie  oH  women  and  children  lift- 
ed  up  their  voices,  and  wept  exceedingly  with  b;uer 
AAmentaiions, 
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24.  And  it  came  to  pafs.  that  the  New -Yor kites, 
the  Hiiladelphites,  the  Marylandites,  the  Virginite.% 
the  Carolinites,  took  pity  on  their  brethren  the  Bof- 
tonites,  for  there  was  like  to  be  a  famine  in  the  land. 

25.  And  they  got  ready  their  camels  and  their  | 
afTes,  their  mules  and  their  oxen,  and  laded  them  with 
their  meat,  their  fine  vvheaten  flour,  their  rice,  their 
corn,  their  beeves  and  their  flieep,  and  their  figs  and 
their  raifms,  and  their  wine  and  their  oil,  and  their 
tobacco  abundantly,  arid  fix  thoufand  (hekels  of  fil- 
ver,  and  threefcore  talents  of  gold,  and  fent  them  by 
the  hands  of  the  Levites,  to  their  brethren,  and  there 
was  joy  in  the  land. 

26.  Now  this  fame  Thomas,  a  Heathen,  put  forth 
a  mock  proclamation  for  the  encouragement  of  piety. 

27. ^  Then  Jedediah  the  prieft,  and  Obadiah,  and  , 
Bzekiel,  and  Jonathan  the  fpn  of  Ebenezer,  flood  up 
and  faid.  Men  and  brethren  (the  Lord  knoweth  our 
hearts,  and  that  we  fear  the  Lord)  ye  have  feen  how, 
this  Heathen  maketh  a  mock  of  holy  things^  and  pro- 
faneth  the  GOD  of  our  fathers,  this  man  is  like  unto 
a  Pharjfee,  he  prayeth  with  his  windows  open,  and  4 
two  edged  fword  at  our  throats.  Moreover,  he  defi- 
leth  the  fabbath,  in  that  he  traineth  his  men  on  the 
Lord's-day,  and  have  ye  not  feen  with  yopr  eyes  how 
he  ftoppeth  the  way  fide,  that  the  congregation  may 
not  pafs,  and  how  that  he  putteth  the  yoke  of  cannon 
vpon  the  neck  of  the  Boftonites,  and  the  people  .mar- 
velled and  faid,  Fye  upon  thee,  Thomas  !  fye  upon 
thee,  Thomas  !  The  Lord  will  avenge  hirafelf  of 
fuch  abominations. 

28.  Now  be  of  good  comfort,  let  us  fend  me/Ten- 
gers  into  all  the  coalts  of  our  brethren  the  AmericaT 
nitcs,  peradventure  they  will  commune  with  us,  for  we 
be  one  people,  and  ferve  one  God  :  If  fo'be  they  hear 
us,  the  Lord  is  on  our  fide  ;  but  if  they  refufe  io 
hearken  unto  us,  they  and  we  be  then  flaye*  to  the 
Gageites,  and  our  fubftance  and  all  that  we  have,, 
taken  from  us,  and  we  be  their  hewers  of  wood  and 
drawers  of  water. 

29.  And  all  the  people  fhouted,  and  faid  with  one 
voice,  Send  and  commune  with  our  brethren. 
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30.  Now  it  came  to  pafs  that  their  brethren  lift- 
encd  unto  them,  and  they  fent  mefiengers  backwards 
and  forwards  throughout  the  land,  from  the  eaft  un- 
to the  weft,  and  from  the  north  unto  the  fouih,  evea 
unto  the  fea  coalt  of  the  Georgeites. 

31.  And  they  affembled  themfelves  together,  in  a 
Congrefs  in  the  great  city  o£PhjladeIphia,  in  the  houfe 
of  the  Carpenters,  the  builders  houfie,  in  the  land  of 
Pcnnfylvania,  on  the  feventhday  of  the  ninth  month, 
with  their  coaches,  their  chariots,  their  camels,  their 
hoffemen  and  their  fervants,  a  great  multitude,  and 
they  communed  together. 

32.  And  behold  while  they  thus  communed,  cer- 
tain Tory-kites,  falfe  prophets,  and  friends  to  the 
Gageites,  faid,  Let  us  diltraet  their  counfels,  and  fet  ae 
nought  their  Congrefi,  we  will  caufe  a  lying  fpirit 
to  gp  throughout  their  land,  that  the  great  city  of  the 
Boitonites  is  burned  to  the  ground,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof  are  {lain  by  the  edge  of  the  {word,  per- 
adventure  they  will  return  home  to  inquire  after  their 
wives,  their  little  one?,  and  their  iheep  and  their  oxen, 
and  we  be. then  rewarded  by  our  Lord  ihe  King. 

33**  And  the  rumour  thereof  fpread  abroad  thro*- 
out  all  the  land,  arid  meffengers  were  fen t  day  by  day. 

34*  And  moreover,  that  Thomas  the  Gageite,  the 
Cipciin  of  the  Jieathen,  came  by  night  and  ftole 
a  vay  their  powder*  and  their  implements  of  war,  and 
to  ieize  <their  brethren  and  fend  them  away  captives 
to  Babel,  to  be  tried  by  the  Heathen  laws,  and  per- 
adventure  hanged  for  fupppfed  tranfgreffions. 

35.  Then  arofe  jedediah  the  prieft,  and  Amina- 
dab,  and  Obadiah,  and  Jeremiah,  and  lifted  up  their 
voices,  and  fpake  aloud  and  faid, 

36.  Fathers,  brethren,  and  the  children  of  our 
fathers,  ye  have  heard  of  all  the  evil  that  has  been 
brought  upon  our  city,  the  city  of  our  forefathers,  the 
New-Canaan,  the  land  of  Promife,  and  behold  this 
day  it  is  defolate,  and  no  man  dwelleth  therein. 

37.  How  doth  the  city  remain  folitary  that  was 
full  of  people  ;  fhe  is  as  a  widow  :  She  that  was 
great  amongft  the  nations,  and  princefs  among  the 
provinces,  is  about  to  be  made  tributary,  and  bow 
iLwn  to  the  TEA    C  H  E  S  T,  the  God  of  the 
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Heathen  ;  tell  it  not  in  Gath,  nor  publifh  it  in  the 
ftreets  of  Afkalon. 

38.  Now  therefore,  if  it  feemeth  good  unto  you, 
and  that  it  proceedeth  of  the  Lord  our  GOD,  we  will 
fend  to  and  fro  unto  our  brethren  that  are  in  all  the 
Jand  of  the  Americanites  (for  with  them  are  Priefts 
and  Levites  in  the  cities -and  fuburbs  thereof)  that 
they  may  affemble  themfelves  unro  us. 

39.  And  all  the  congregation  anfwered  and  faid, 
Let  us  do  fo,  for  the  thing  feemeth  good  in  the  eyes 
of  All  the  people,  for  furely  they  will  not  be  like  the 
Gibeonites  of  Old. 

40.  And  they  yet  fpake.unto  them  and  faid,  Now, 
therefore,  we  pray  ye  arife  !  every  man  of  you  from 
fixteen  toiixty  get  up,  be  ftrong  and  valiant,  gird  thy 
fword  upon  thy  thigh,  O  thou  moft  mighty,  are  ye 
not  the  men,  and  are  ye  not  the  fons  of  your  fa- 
thers, that  fubdued  the  Louilburgites  > 

And  the  young  men  gave  a  great  (hout  and 
faid,  Yea,  verily,  we  have  heard  with  our  ears,  and 
our  fathers  have  declared  unto  us,  the  noble  deeds 
which  they  did  in  your  days,  and  in  the  Old  times 
before  us. 

42.  And  Jedediah  the  prieft,  and  Aminadab,  and 
Obadiah,  yet  fpake  once  more  to  the  people  and  faid, 
Moreover  brethren,  are  ye  not  valiant  men,  and 
fprang  from  the  tribes  of  the  Oliverians,  be  not  a- 
fraid,  nor  difmayed,  the  Lord  is  on  our  fide,  wc  fight 
the  battles  of  the  Lord,  let  us  drive  the  heathen  out  of 
our  land,  for  they  are  but  as  gra (hoppers  unto  us,  and 
all  the  congregation  gave  a  mighty  Ihout  and  faid, 
lead  us  on  ;  and  Caleb  and  his  brethren,  ten  men  in 
number,  were  fent  as  fpies. 

43.  And  they  cauied  mefTengers  to  go  through- 
out all  the  land,  from  Framingham  to  Salem,  and 
from  Salem  to  Seabrook,  an-i  from  Seabrook  to  Ply- 
mouth, aud  from  Plymouth  to  Nantucket,  and  from 
Nantucket  to  Marblehead,  and  from  Marblehead 
throughout  Connecticut,  and  from  Connecticut  thro*- 
out  all  the  cities,  and  along  the  fea  coafts,  and  the 
borders  thereof,  and  the  valiant  men  afl'embled  them- 
felves,  and  marched  to  the  relief  of  the  men  of  Bolton , 
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44.  The  Captains  of  hundreds,  and  the  Captains 
of  thoufands,  aad  all  the  people  from  the  lea(l  even  to 
the  greateft,  came  to  fight  the  battles  of  the  Lord. 

4,5.  And  the  tribes  of  the  valiant  men  from  the 
mountains,  and  from  the  country  afar  back,  and  as 
thou  goeft  down  to  the  fea-coaft,  and  they  pitched 
their  tents,  which  were  of  the  (kins  of  lions,  and  of 
bears,  and  of  wolves,  and  of  foxes,  and  of  he-goars# 
and  encamped  in  the  valley  of  Ephraim. 

46.  And  thefe  are  the  names  of  the  tribes,  and 
the  number  of  them  that  were  fealed  (that  is,  that  had 
fworn  by  the  folemn  league  and  covenant)  the  leail  of 
of  whom  could  xefift  an  hundred,  and  the  greateft  a 
thoufand,  valiant  men  of  war,  and  apt  for  battle, 
which  could  handle  a  fpear  and  (hield,  and  their  face* 
were  like  the  faces  of  lions,  and  whofc  feet  were  like 
the  roes  in  the  mountains  in  fwiftnefs. 

47.  Of  the  tribe  of  Aminadab  and  Jedediah  the 
pricft,  that  were  fealed,  which  were  reckoned  by  their 
geneologies,  feventeen  thoufand  and  feven  hundred 
and  ninety  and  two,  whofe  Haves  were  like  unto 
white  Oak  faplins. 

48.  Of  the  tribe  of  Obadiah  that  were  fealed,  fix 
thoufand  and  four  hundred  and  feventy  and  two,  and 
their  fons,  and  their  fons  fons,  that  could  handle  the 
the  flrong  bow  and  javelin. 

$9.  Of  the  tribe  of  Ezekiel  that  were  fealed,  four 
thoufand  aud  four  hundred  and  fixty  and  fix,  whole 
rifts  were  as  the  hoofs  of  an  elephant,  and  could  beat 
down  the  Coloffus  at  Rhodes. 

50.  Of  the  tribe  of  Ifrael  and  Jonathan,  the  fons 
of  Ebenezer,  that  were  fealed,  ten  thoufand  anel  fix 
hundred  and  forty  and  nine  that  could  fling  a  Hone  ro 
a  hair':  breadth. 

51.  Of  the  tribe  of  Nathan,  and  Eleazer,  and 
Ruben  and  Hezekiah,  and  Caleb,  which  were  feed- 
ed,  forty  thoufand  and  three  hundred  and  fourfcore 
and  nineteen,  five  heads  of  the  houmold  of  their  fa- 
thers, all  ch(j>fen  men,  and  men  of  valour  from  theic 
youth,  exceeding  Goliah  of  Gath  in  height. 

52.  Of  the  tribe  of  Pelftiah  and  Zedekiah,  which 
were  fealed,  five  thoufand  and  fix  hundred  fourfore 
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and  one,  the  leaft  of  whom  were  ftronger  than  Samp- 
fon,  bold  men,  and  as  hard  as  a  pin'!  knot; 

53.  Of  the  tribe  of  Zechariah,  the  fon  of 
Jofhua,  which  were  fealed,  twenty  thoufand  and  three 
hundred  thirty  and  one,  rrien  of  high  renown,  which 
have  done  mighty  feats. 

•54.  Now  thefe  are  the  names  and  the  number 
of  their  tribes. 

55.  Now  it  came  to  pafs  that  when  the  Gageites 
beheld  them  afar  off  on  their  way,  even  as  the  fand 
on  the  fea  ftiore*  in  number,  with  their  flings,  and 
their  darts;  and  their  crofs  bows,  and  their  fpears,  and 
their  javelins  ifi  their  hands,  that  they  were  aflonimed, 
and  fear  came  upon  them,  and  they  faid  One  to  ano- 
ther, Let  us  flee  to  our  own  country  afar  off,  for 
thefe  be  not  men,  but  unconquerable  Devils. 

56.  Howbeit,  while  the  Gageites  were  about  to 
flee,  the  fpies  returned  and  fpake  to  the  Boftonites,  a? 
they  were  on  their  way  (for  each  man  marched  a  flep 
with  a  gigantic  ftride  of  three  cubits  and  a  half,  and, a 
ipan)  and  faid,  Behold,  brethren,  your  city,  the  city 
of  our  forefathers,  even  the  city  of  our  GOD,  is  fafe, 
and  your  brethren,  your  wives,  and  your  little  ones, 
your  cattle  and  your  iheep  are  all  in  health,  for  the 
heathen  have  not  deftroyed  them. 

57.  So  the  rumour  ceafed,  and  the  people  gave  a 
/hour,  a  mighty  fhout,  which  was  heard  even  in  the 
camp  of  the  Heathen  afar  off,  and  they  faid,  who  dare 
to  fpread  this  rumour,  behold  !  are  there  not  Tar 
and  Feathers  enough  in  our  land  for  thefe  dif- 
turbers  of  our  quiet. 

58.  And  the  men  departed  every  man  to  his 
own  home  in  peace,  and  the  priefts  returned  and 
blelTed  the  LORD. 

59.  Now  the  reft  of  the  acls.of  the  Gageites, 
and  all  that  they  did,  firft  and  lalt,  and  all  their  a- 
bominations,  behold  will  they  not  written  in  the 
book  of  the  Lamentations  of  the  Elders  arid  Selecl 
Men  of  Bofton.

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NO  W  after  thefe  things,  behold  Thomas, 
firnamed  the  Gageite,  wrote  letters  unto 
the  King,  and  fent  them  by  the  hands  of 
Judas  the  Parafite,  faying, 

2.  The  land  thou  fent  us  to  fubdue,  is  a  land  that 
cateth  up  thy  people  ;  for  the  men  we  faw  in  it  are 
inighter  than  we  in  undemanding. 

3.  Moreover  they  be  giants,  men  of  great  ftature, 
and  we  feemed  but  as  caterpillars  in  their  fight  ; 
they  alTemblc  in  fuch  multitudes,  and  ccme  on  fo' 
fart,  that  they  feem  minded  to  do  us  mifchief,  fo 
malicioufly  are  their  hearts  fet  againft  us. 

4.  They  hold  altogether,  and  keep  themfelves 
cloie,  and  mark  our  ileps  while  they  feem  to  lay 
wait  for  us  ;  they  roar  in  the  midft  of  themfelves, 
and  fet  up  their  banners  for  tokens. 

5.  O  King,  thy  fervant  is  in  a  great  ftrait  ;  the 
men  of  New-England  are  ftifF-necked,  and  as  fiub- 
born  hogs,  neither  knoweth  thy  fervant  what  to 
make  of  them  ;  they  are  worfe  unto  me  thau  all 
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6.  For  they  refolve  upon  refolves,  they  addrefs 
they  complain,  they  proteft,  they  compliment,  they 
flatter,  they  (both,  and  they  threaten  to  root  me  up. 

7.  Now  therefore,  O  King,  I  pray  thee  fend  able 
Counfellors  over,  that  they  may  advife  and  counfel 
thy  fervant,  left  they  circumvent  him,  and  he  appear 
foolifli  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  people  ;  for  thou  know- 
eit,  O  King,  thy  fervant  is  no  conjurer. 

8.  Moreover  all  my  Counfellots  have  forfaken 
me,  and  refigned,  and  are  become  like  unto  Job's 
comforters  ;  thy  fervant  knoweth  not  what  to  do. 

9.  For  the  men  of  New-England  are  as  venomous 
as  the  poifon  of  a  ferpent,  even  like  the  deaf  adder 
that  ftoppeth  her  ears  ;  they  give  good  words  with 
their  mouths,  but  curfe  with  their  hearts  ;  they  go  to 
and  fro  in  the  evening,  and  grin  like  a  dog,  and  run 
about  through  the  city  ;  they  flander  thy  fervant, 
they  make  a  bye-word  of  him,  and  grudge  him  every 
thing,  yet  complain  if  they  be  not  fatisfied. 

10.  Surely,  O  King,  the  fpirit  of  Oliver  or  the 
devil  is  got  in  them, 

it.  Now  behold,  in  procefs  of  time,  Rehoboam 
%the  King  fent  meiTcngers  unto  Thomas  the  Gageite, 
faying, 

12.  Make  thyfelf  more  flropig  (for  if  ye  be  caft 
down,  they  that  trouble  us  will  rejoice  at  it)  be  thou 
as  ftubborn  as  an  old  boar,  harden  thine  heart,  turn 
thou  not  to  the  right  hand  nor  to  the  left,  regard  not 
thou  their  refolves,  their  compliments,  their  flatteries, 
their  foothing,  nor  their  threatnings. 

13.  But  enter  thou  into  them  as  the  devil  into  the 
herd  of  Iwine,  make  their  yoke  more  grievous  ;  my 
grandfather  corrected  them  with  rods,  but  I  will 
chaftift  them  with  fcourges  ;  mine  eye  (hall  not  fpare 
them,  neither  will  I  have  pity,  but  will  recompence< 
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their  ways  upon  their  heads,  that  they  may  be  a 
portion  tor  the  Canadians  and  Qjebeckites. 

•  14.  For  have  we  not  therefore  nurfed  a  brood  of 
vipers  in  our  bofom,  that  in  time  will  gnaw  out  our 
very  vitals  ? 

15.  For  who  is  he,  what  King  or  what  nation 
ihall  be  able  to  deliver  them  out  of  mine  hands  ? 

16.  Neverthelefs  it  came  to  pafs  about  this  time, 
that  Occuneocogeecocoacheecacheecadungo  the  great 
King  of  the  half  tribe  of  the  Chillifsquafquadungo  na- 
tion, the  fcalpers,  whofe  habitations  are  in  the  utter- 
moll  parts  of  the  land,  in  the  mountains,  in  the  forefls, 
in  the  dens,  caverns,  and  in  the  wigwams  thereof. 

17.  And  who  were  famous  of  old  in  the  land  of 
Ohio,  when  the  Gageites  fled  before  them,  who  were 
expert  in  their  rifles,  in  their  bows  and  their  arrows, 
their  knives,  and  their  tomahawks,  and  who  could 
take  off  the  hairy  fcalp  equal  to  any  French  toiifcr 
in  the  land  ;  heard  of  thefe  things  that  were  come  to 
pafs,  and  how  that  the  heathen  threatned  thVir 
brethren,  the  men  of  New- England  ;  \ 

18.  That  he  fent  runners  unto  them,  and  faid,x 
fret  not  yourfelves  becaufe  of  the  ungodly  ;  for  the/ 
fhall  foon  be  cut  down  as  the  grafs,  and  be  withered 
even  as  the  green  herb. 

19.  For  behold,  brethren,  we  have  kindled  a  S»-et 
and  danced  around  it,  and  fet  with  our  bre°ch  on  the 
ground,  and  we  be  ready  to  paint  our  faces,  disfigure 
our  brows,  and  come,  by  the  light  of  the  moon  and 
Up\p  ye  ;  we  will  caufe  your  enemies  to  flee  before  yc 
like  the  arrow  from  the  bow,  for  did  not  one  chafe  a 
thoufand,  and  two  put  ten  thoufand  to  flight  r 

20.  For  fu rely  the  wild  buck  knoweth  ^>  DOund.  , 
the  bear  laughcth  at  chains,  the  ty^wiil  not  be 
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retrained,  neither  doth  the  fox  regard  an  hedge  ;  for 
free  we  were  bom,  and  free  we  will  remain. 

21.  Why  then  do  the  heathen  fo  furioufly  rage 
together,  and  why  dp  the  Britons  imagine  fo  vain  a 
thing  ? 

22.  For  lo  the  Kings  of  the  earth  are  gathered  to- 
gether, from  one  end  thereof  to  the  other,  they  ftand 
up  and  feem  mad,  and  the  rulers  take  counfel  together 
againft  the  Lcc^,  and  againft  his  people  faying, 

23.  Let  us  break  their  charters  afunder,  and  call 
away  their  liberties  from  them. 

24.  And  the  men  of  New-England  fent  melTen- 

gers,  and  prtfents,  and  thanks,  to  Occuneocogeecoco- 
cacheccacheecadungo  and  his  brethren,  and  laid,  By 
and  by,  only  be  ye  ready. 

25.  Lay  your  thumbs  on  the  feathers  of  your 
arrows,  and  your  fingers  under  the  firings,  and  your 
left  hand  to  the  bow,  and  ftand  up. 

26.  Now  the  name  of  Occuneocogeecococahee- 
Cacheecadungo's  mother  is  not  yet  found  out. 

27.  Now  Jeremiah  the  fon  of  the  prophet  gat 
liimfelf  up  on  high,  and  climbed  on  the  top  of 
Liberty-Tree,  and  fat  there  from  the  morning 
until  the  evening,  and  faid, 

28.  Behold  yonder  I  fee  a  dark  cloud,  like  unto 
a  large  (heer,  rife  from  the  N  O  R  T  H,  big  with 
©ppreflion  and  difolation,  and  the  four  cornejs 
thereof  are  held  up  by  the  four  great  beafts,  BUTE, 
MANSFIELD,  BERNARD  and  HUTCHINSON  ; 

29.  Carrying  a  large  fwarm,  like  unto  loculh,  oi 
fycophanrs,  Commiffioners,  duty-gatherers,  Cuftosr  • 
houfe  officers,  fearchers,  tide-waiters,  place-men  ; 
penfioners  inumcrafele  i 
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30.  The  baftards  and  fpurious  breed  of  Noble- 
men, and  the  children  of  harlots,  enveloped  in  fmoke, 
tnd  big  with  deftruttion  ;  and  they  feem  as  ir  were 
moving  on  towards  the  .  weftward,  guided  by  the 
light  of  the  liar  Wormwood. 

31.  Moreover  I  fee  Mordecai  the  Senjamite 
ftanding  ready  with  his  rod,  to  give  it  the  electrical 
/hock,  that  it  may  burft  with  vengeance  on  their 
devoted  heads. 

32.  And  heard  a  voice  lay  unto  Mordecai,  Son  of 
man,  thefe  are  the  four  beafts  that  imagine  mifchief, 
and  devile  wicked  counfel,  in  whom  is  the  fpirit  of 
the  evil  one,  and  who  fpread  lying  reports  through* 
the  land  of  Britain. 

33.  And  thefe  are  the  extortioners  and  collectors' 
of  taxes,  that  caufe  the  kingdom  to  pafs  away,  and 
the  glory  thereof  to  vanifli. 

34.  Now  Mordecai  the  Benjamite  watched  them 
narrowly,  and  followed  them  with  his  eyes  afar  off, 
neither  would  he  let  them  depart  out  of  his  fight. 

35.  Howbeit  the  men  of  Bolton  waited  patiently 
the  event,  for  they  put  their  truft  in  the  Lord  of  Hofts, 
in  the  Congress,  in  themfelves,  and,  in  Occuneo- 
cogeecocacheecacheecadungo  ;  for  they  faid  two  is 
better  than  one,  and  a  fourfold  cord  is  not  eafily 
broken. 

3$.  Now  it  came  to  pafs,  while  the  Gageites 
abode -01  the  land  of  the  Boftonites,  they  day  by  day 
committed  iniquity,  they  made  great  clattering 
with  their  fackbuts,  their  pfalteries,  their  dulcimers, 
bands  of  mufic,  and  vain  parade. 

,  37.  And  they  drummed  with  their  drums,  and 
piped  with  their  pipes,  making  mock  fights,  and  run- 
ning to  and  fro  like  flutepokej-  on  the  "muddy  fhcre. 
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38.  Moreover  by  night  they  abufed  the  watch- 
men on  duty,  and  the  young  children  of  Bofton 
by  the  way-fide,  making  mouths  at  them,  calling 
them  Yankeys,  (hewing  their  polleriors,  and  clap- 
ping their  hands  thereon. 

39.  And  it  provoked  the  young  men,  and  they 
faid  unto  Aminadab,  We  cannot  bear  this,  thefe  feven 
times  have  they  vexed  us,  for  they  gape  upon  us  with' 
their  mouths  as  it  were  a  ramping  and  a  roaring  lion  ; 

40.  Now  therefore  fpeak  unto  Jedediah  the  prieft, 
that  he  would  blow  the  rams  horns,  and  conkmells, 
that  we  may  go  and  fmite  the  heathen.  O  that  he 
would  give  us  leave  to  play  with  them. 

41.  But  Jedediah  the  prieft  anfwered  and  faid, 
nay  my  fons,  let  us  bear  with  them  yet  feventy  and 
feven  times  ;  for  behold  how  good  and  joyful  a  thing 
it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity. 

42.  Only  be  of  good  courage  and  ftrong,  pluck 
up  your  hearts,  dread  not  nor  be  afraid,  hold  up  your 
heads,  and  look  like  young  Unicorns  :  For  they  are 
a  nation  void  of  counfel,  neither  is  there  any  un- 
demanding in  them. 

43.  They  (hall  be  rewarded  according  to  their 
deeds,  and  according  to  the  wickednefs  of  their  own 
inventions  ;  they  lhall  be  recompenced  after  the 
works  of  their  own  hands,  they  (hall  be  paid  that 
they  have  deferved,  our  adverfaries  lhall  be  cloathed 
with  fhame,  and  they  lhall  cover  themfelves  with 
their  own  confufion  as  with  a  cloak. 

44.  And  the  People  faid,  Be  it  fo  ;  and  they 
were  made  eafy. 

45.  '  Now  it  came  to  pafs,  when  the  Gageites  had 
received  fuccour,  they  prepared  to  go  againlt  the  city, 
in  which  were  men  of  valour,  and  old  women  and 
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children,  and  the  mothers  of  children,  and  grand- 
mothers, the  mothers  of  mothers. 

46.  And  they  brought  their  battering  rams,  and 
their  cannon,  whofe  mouths  were  of  a  diamater  of  a 
cubit,  and  whofe  throats  were  like  unto  open  fepul- 
chers,  and  which  bellowed  out  fire,  and  fmoke,  and 
falt-petre,  and  brimftone. 

47.  And  they  planted  them  on  the  neck  of  the 
Bollonites,  and  they  laid  fiege  againft  it,  and  builded 
a  fort  and  bulwarks,  and  caft  a  mount,  and  fet  the 
camp  againft  it,  and  laid  engines  of  war  againft  it 
round  about. 

48.  And  their  mips,  even  their  mighty  (hips  of 
war,  with  their  iron  teirs,  their  pride  and  their  boaft, 
\vh,ofe  malls  are  of  the  (lately  cedars  of  Lebanon,  and 
the  huge  pine  from  the  Norwegian  hills,  furrounded 
the  coafts  round  about,  fo  that  the  fhips  of  the  mer- 
chants that  came  to  trafic  from  the  ifl.es  afar  off  could 
not  enter. 

• 

49.  And  they  jefted  one  with  another,  and  made 
mouths,  and  fquinted  with  their  eyes,  and  faid,  Let 
us  cut  off  the  communication  between  the  city  and 
country,  and  pinch  them  by  famine,  and  they  will 
furely  give  up,  and  fall  a  prey  into  our  hands. 

50.  Now  their  brethren  in  the  country,  in  the 
towns  and  in  the  villages  thereof,  had  divers  town* 
meetings,  and  they  communed  amongft  themfelves, 
and  fent  meffengers  unto  their  brethren  into  the  city, 
and  faid, 

51.  Be  of  good  comfort,  come  thou  over  to  us, 
thou  and  thy  wives,  and  thy  children,  and  thy  fub- 
fiance,  and  all  that  thou  haft,  and  fare  as  we  fare, 
until  we  fee  what  the  Lord  will  do  for  you. 

52.  For  behold,  arc  not  our  barns  full,  and  are 
there  not  wheat,  and  rye,  and  Indian  corn,  and  buck 
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wheat,  on  our  threfliing  floors  ?  Why  then  Ihould 
ye  abide  in  the  city  t 

C3.  For  if  ye  tarry,  and  deftru&ion  cometh  upon 
the  city,  blame  us  not  ;  we  will  warn  our  hands  of 
you,  for  ye  (hall  not  make  a  covenant  with  the  hea- 
then for  us,  for  their  God  is  not  as  our  God,  even 
our  enemies  being  judges. 

54.  Now  the  people  reafoned  one  with  another 
and  faid,  Shall  we  go  ? 

55.  Howbeit,  the  elders  of  the  city  faid  unto 
them,  Wait  patiently,  let  us  firft  fend  unto  our  bre- 
thren at  the  Congress,  peradventure  they  will 
counfel  us  for  our  good. 

56.  And  the  people  faid,  Make  hade  and  fend* 

57.  Now  Jedediah  the  prieft,  the  fon  of  Elipha- 
let,  and  Aminadab,  and  Obadiah,  and  Nathan,  and 
Reuben,  and  Zachariah,  and  Peletiah,  and  Caleb, 
and  Ehud  the  fon  af  Gera,  and  Phineas  the  fon  of  E- 
Jeazer,  and  Othniel,  Caleb's  younger  brother,  and 
Jeremiah,  and  Ezekiel,  and  Jonathan,  the  fon  of 
Ebenezer, 

58.  Select  men,  that  were  not  minded  to  fpeak 
evil  of  another,  no,  not  even  of  Thomas  their  adver- 
fary,  flood  by  the  entry  of  the  gate,  near  thethrefliold 
of  Thomas  the  Gageite  ; 

59.  And  it  was  about  the  tenth  hour  of  the  day, 
according  to  the  dial  of  Ahaz,  and  faid —

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HO  W  long  wilt  thou  plague  the  people,  and 
wilt  not  let  them  alone,  for  lo  !  haft  thou 
not  made  a  tumult  in  the  land,  and  is  not 
the  alarm  gone  forth  among  the  people  ? 

2.  For  furely  the  incongruity  of  thine  and  thy 
people's  proceedings,  juftly  caufeth  jealoufy,  for  think- 
eft  thou,  we  and  the  people  of  this  land  are  flocks, 
flones,  and  ftatues,  or  creatures  of  no  fenfibility  ? 

3.  For  behold,  have  not  thy  foldiers  wrought 
wickednerfs  in  the  land,  and  vexed  the  young  men, 
and  abufed  them  by  the  way  fide,  making  mouths  at 
them,  and  grinning  like  monkeys  ? 

4.  Moreover  have  ye  not  raifed  ramparts  and  bul- 
warks on  our  neck  ? 

5.  Now  therefore,  we  pray  thee,  defift  from  fuch 
abo*minations  ;  thefe  things  are  not  right,  for  the 
young  men's  blood  beginneth  to  rife,  neither  can  the/ 
bear  with  it  long. 

6.  For  when  one  churncth  milk  it  bringeth  forth 
butter,  and  he  that  wiingeth  his  nofc  caufeth  blood  to 
come  out,  and  fo  he.  jjiat  fvrceth  wrath  bringeth  forth 
flrife. 
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7.  If  thou  haft  been  foolifli  in  lifting  thyfelf  up, 
and  if  thou  haft  thought  fooliftily,  lay  thine  hand  upon 
thy  mouth  ;  better  is  a  little  with  peace  than  a  great 
penfion,  and  be  called  a  lord  with  curfes  and  impreca- 
tions of  the  people  upon  thine  head. 

8.  He  that  ruleth  his  own  mind  is  better  than  he 
#    that  winneth  a  city. 

9.  A  little  city  and  a  few  old  women  in  it,  and  a 
great  king  fent  againft  it,  and  compafTed  it  about, 
and  builded  forts  againft  it  ;  fye,  fye,  better  is  wif- 
dom  than  honor. 

Honour's  a  puff  of  noify  breath, 

Tet  men   expofe  their  bloody 

And  ^venture  euerlajiing  death, 

^omgain  that  airy  good.  Long  Metre. 

10.  Then  anfwered  Thomas  and  faid,  Take  from 
me  the  noife  of  thy  fongs,  for  I  will  not  hear  the 
melody  of  thy  vials. 

11.  Neverthelefs,  they  faid  unto  him,  For  what 
caufe  did  ye  come  into  this  land  ?  Have  ye  not  flop- 
ped the  harbour  and  blocked  up  our  ports,  fo  that  the 
Ihips  fromTarihifh  and  the  ifles  afar  orT  may  not  enter, 
and  the  way  fide  to  hinder  our  brethren  in  the  country 
from  bringing  their  produce,  the  daily  provifions,  the 
neceftaries  for  the  fick  and  feeble,  for  the  c%d  people, 
and  the  young  children,  and  for  the  labouring  men. 

12.  And  their  facks  of  corn,  their  eggs,  their 
butter,  their  cheefe,  their  potatoes,  their  wild  fowl,  * 
their  pigs  and  their  beeves,  their  ftieep,  their  venifon, 
and  their  poultry,  and  to  bring  a  famine  in  the  city, 
that  the  people  may  die  with  want,  and  fteal  away  our 
name  as  thou  haft  ftolen  away  our  powder  ? 

13.  But  Thomas  anfwered,  Beware  of  murmuring 
and  all  manner  of  grumblings. 


14.  Howbeit  Qbadiah  lifted  up  his  voice,  and 
fpake  and  /aid. 


Chap.  III. 


15.  Wherefore  fhould  the  names  of  our  fathers 
be  taken  away  from  among  his  family  ?  We  have  a 
poffeffion,  an  inheritance  among  the  brethren  of  our 
fathers. 

16.  Forty  years  was  Mofes  and  the  children  of 
Ifrael  in  the  wildemefs  of  Zin  ;  our  fathers  and  bre- 
thren have  been  in  poiTeflion  of  this  wildemefs  of  A- 
merica  fourfcare  and  forty  years. 

17.  The  Lord  our  God  brought  us  into  this  land 
to  (hun  the  perfecutions  of  thy  people,  and  yet  thou 
art  come  to  perfecute  us  ;  yea,  more,  and  more,  did 
he  not  root  out  many  of  the  Indian  nations  before  us 
that  were  greater  and  mightier  than  we  ? 

18.  A  land  in  which  are  rivers  of  water,  and  foun- 
tains that  fpring  out  of  the  vallies,  rocks  and  hills. 

19.  A  land  of  wheat  and  barley,  of  vineyards  and 
fig-trees,  pomegranates  and  pumpkins,  a  land  of  fifti 
and  oil,  olive  and  honey,  a  land  wherein  we  eat  bread- 
without  fcarcity. 

20.  Neither  do  we  lack  any  .thing  therein  ;  a  land 
whofe  Hones  are  iron,  out  of  whofe  mountains  are  dug 
gold,  and  whofe  pebbles  are  diamonds. 

21.  Then  fpake  Thomas,  and  faid,  Where  the 
word  of  the  King  is,  there  is  power,  and  who  mail  fay 
unto  him,  What  doeft  thou  i  for  out  of  the  King's 
lips  proceed  juftice  and  wifdom. 

22.  Becaufe  Sentence  agatnft  an  evil  work  (the 
deftruftion  of  the  TEA  CHEST)  be  not  fpeedily  ex- 
ecuted, therefore  the  hearts  of  the  men  of  Bolton  are 
fully  fet  in  them  to  imagine  evil. 

23.  But  Peletiah  fpake  and  faid,  Thy  tender  mer«« 
cies  are  cruelties  ;  it  is  better  to  die  by  the  fword  ihan 
by  famine  ;  it  is  better  to  truft  in  the  Lord  than  to 
put  confidence  in  princes. 
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24.  Now  Thomas  waxed  wroth,  and  opened  his 
mouth  once  more,  and  faid, 

25.  Wherefore  do  ye  turn  afide  unto  vain  jangling, 
pretending  to  be  teachers  of  the  law,  yet  underftand- 
jng  neither  what  they  fay,  nor  what  they  affirm,  but 
doting  about  queftions  and  words,  whereof  cometh 
ihife,  railings,  evil  furmifings,  perverfe  difputings  of 
men's  corrupt  minds,  and  deftitute  of  the  truth  ? 

26.  Shall  not  your  folly  be  made  manifeft  unto 
all  men,  even  as  was  that  of  Jannes  and  Jarabres  who 
with  Hood  Mo  fes. 

27.  Now  arofe  Phineas,  a  man  of  SnfFolk,  theSon 
of  Eleazer,  who  was  of  a  warm  difpofition,  yet  never- 
thelefs  prudent,  whofe  face  was  ruddy,  and  whofe 
countenance  was  like  the  fun  at  noon  day,  the  captain 
of  the  hoft,  a  mighty  man,  and  a  warrior  from  his 
youth,  he  was  the  chief  of  the  thirty  champions  of 
New-England,  he  killed  four  (he  bears,  and  flew  three 
giants,  the  fons  of  Anak,  in  Angle  combat,  and  bro't 
away  their  heads,  and  his  mother's  name  was  *******. 

28.  Moreover  he  was  a  captain  of  old  at  the  fiege 
of  Louifoourg,  when  it  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  men 
of  New-England,  and  faid, 

29.  Why  boafteth  thyfelf,  thou  tyrant,  that  thou 
canit  do  mifehief  ? 

30.  For  ttore  is  no  King  can  be  faved  by  the 
multitude  of  an  hoft,  neither  is  any  mighty  man  de- 
livered by  much  ftrength. 

31.  For  many  dcgs  are  come  about  us,  and  the 
counfel  of  the  wicked  lay  fiege  againft  us,  deal  not  fo 
madly,  fet  not  up  your  horn  on  high,  and  fpeak  not 
with  a  ftiff  neck,  left  ye  be  bruited  with  a  rod  of  iron, 
and  broken  in  pieces  like  a  potter's  veflel. 

32.  For  thou  thyfelf  imagines  mifehief  in  thine 
heart,  and  ftirreth  up  ftrite  all  the  d^y  long.    For  it  is 
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not  an  open  enemy  that  hath  done  us  this  wrong,  for 
then,  we  could  not  have  borne  it. 

33.  But  this  land  and  thofe  poffeflions  are  ours, 
tfnd  as  the  Lord  liveth,  though  thy  Ihength  were  ten 
times  more  abundant,  like  unto  the  holt  of  Pharoah, 
or  even  like  unto  that  of  Senecherib,  thou  (hall  not 
difpoffefs  us,  for  there  be  no  Efau's  among  us,  nei- 
ther do  we  mean  to  fell  our  birthright  for  a  dim  of 
TEA. 

34.  For  the  Congrefs  will  ftand  to  their  caufe, 
and  bring  forth  their  ftrong  reafons  ;  they  mall  be 
like  unto  trees  planted  by  the  water  fide,  which  will 
bring  forth  their  fruit  in  due  feafon. 

35.  Now  Thomas  waxed  more  and  more  wroth, 
and  fpake  unto  Phineas,  and  fa  id, 

36.  The  pride  of  thine  heart  hath  deceived  thee, 
thou  that  dwclleft  in  the  clefts  of  the  rocks,  though 
thou  exalt  thyfelf  with  the  eagle,  and  though  thou  fet 
thy  neft  among  the  iars,  thence  will  I  bring  thee 
down,  and  all  the  men  of  thy  Congrefs,  and  of  thy 
confederacy,  will  I  bring  down  even  unto  the  border, 

37.  Neverthelefc  Phineas  anfwered  and  faid, 
Pride  goeth  before  deftrudtion,  and  a  haughty  fpirit 
before  a  fall,  it  is  an  honor  for  a  man  to  ceafe  from 
ftrife,  but  fools  will  be  meddling. 

38.  Neverthelefs,  feeing  ye  are  for  blood,  we  will 
make  our  arrows  drunk  wkh  blood,  and  our  f  words 
/hall  eat  flefli,  and  the  word  (hall  be  THE  SWORD 
OF  THE  LORD  AND  OF  OLIVER. 

39.  Now  behold  Thomas,  firnamed  the  Gageite, 
iurned  his  back  upon  them,  nor  vouchfafed  them  any 
further  argumentation,  for  he  was  an  haughty  man, 
snd  a  great  muff  taker. 

40.  Moreover  he  lacked  wherewithal  to  make 
thgai  an  anfwer, 
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41.  Now  Matherius  Cottonius,  the  former  high 
pried  being  dead,  and  fleeping  with  his  fathers,  and 
all  New  England  had  la  mented  him,  and  buried  him 
in  the  Old  South,  in  his  own  fepulchre,  and  in  his 
own  city,  after  he  h^d  put  away  the  footh  fayers,  the 
forcerers,  the  witches,  and- Balaam  the  wizard,  out  of 
the  land. 

42.  That  his  (ucceffor,  Jedediah  the  prieft,  (not 
having  the  gift  of  prophefy,  and  moreover,  fomewhat 
doubtful  how  the  matter  might  terminate  betwixt  the 
Gageits  and  themfelves)  aflced  counfel,  but  he  was 
not  anfwered  by  dreams,  by  vilion,  by  the  beating  of 
the  palfe,  by  urine,  nor  yet  by  prophets. 

43.  Then  Jedediah  fpake  unto  Aminadab  and 
Obadiah,  faying, 

44.  Be  there  not  (till  remaining,  in  all  the  land 
of  New-England,  a  prophetefs,  a  cunning  old  woman, 
whom  men  call  a  witch,  and  who  had  in  times  paft 
foretold  divers  things  which  have  come  to  pafs  ? 

45.  And  ObadiaJi  anfwered  and  faid,  Yea  verily, 
behold  there  be  one  left,  that  abideth  in  the  fuburbs, 
one  whom  I  know  full  well,  a  woman  that  is  a  char- 
mer, that  hath  a  familiar  fpirit,  and  kvvoweth  all 
things  that  mall  come  to  pafs. 

46.  Then  Jedediah  the  prieflr,  changed  himfelf, 
and  put  on  other  raiment,  and  he  went  and  took 
Aminadab  and  Obadiah  with  him,  and  they  came  to 
the  woman  by  night. 

47.  And  it  came  to  pafs  that  Jedediah  knocked  at 
her  door  with  his  ft'aff,  and  faid  unto  her,  I  pray  thee 
let  me  come  in  unto  thee,and  let  me  partake  of  thy 
fecrets. 

48.  And  the  woman  opened  her  gate,  and  Jede- 
diah went  in  unto  her,  and  kifTed  her,  and  Obadiah 
and  Aminadab  remained  without,  and  /he  fpread  a 
table,  and  (he  put  thereon,  and  faid,  Suraly  thou  fnajt 
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eat  with  me, and  Jedediah  fat  down  and  did  eat  witfc 
her,  and  drank  with  her. 

/ 

49.  Now  Obadiah  waxed  exceedingly  jealous, 
howbeit  he  held  his  peace,  while  Ami'nadab  knew  not 
what  thefe  thjngs  meatjt. 

50.  Now  all  this  while  Aminadab  and  Obadiah 
remained  outfide  the  door  of  the  houfe,  and  it  rained 
and  .grew  cold,  and  Obadiah  lifted  the  latch  of  the 
door,  and  they  entered  in  and  faluted  the  woman,  and 
fat  by  the  fire  and  warmed  themfelves. 

r I.  And  the  woman  faid  unto  Jedediah,  Are 
thefe  thy  friends  ?  And  he  anfwered  and  faid  unto 
her,  Yea  verily,  and  (he  made  them  welcome,  and 
they  fat  down,  and  did  eat  and  drink. 

52.  And  Jedediah  faid  unto  her,  Now  know  T  of 
a  truth,  indeed,  that  thou  art  a. charmer,  and  halt  a 
kind  familiar  fpirit,  and  thou  art  a  regarder  of  the 
limes,  a  marker  of  the  flying  of  fowls,  a  witch,  and 
converfeth  with  the  dead,  that  thou  ait  hi  hi y  favored, 
and  that  thou  canft  divine,  canll  do  and  tell  things* 
that  are  mvflical,  obfeure,  abftrufe,  and  remote  from 
conception. 

53.  Now  therefore,  I  pray  thee,  conjecture  unto 
me  by  the  familiar  fpirit,  and  bring  him  up  whom  I 
mall  name  unto  thee. 

54.  But  the  woman  whofe  name  was  Carey,  was 
amazed  and  afraid,  and  (he  laid  unto  him,  How  is  it 
that  ye  afk  fuch  things  of  me,  feeing  that  I  have  not 

raclifed  them  thefe  fcurfcorc  years,  behold  thou 
noweft  what  Matherias  Cottonius  hath  done,  how 
that  he  hath  deitroyed  the  forcerers,  the  footh-fayers, 
and  the  witches  out  of  the  land,  wherefore  then  flek- 
eft  thou  ro  take  me  in  a  fr.are  to  tell  of  me,  and  caufe 
me  to  die  ? 


55.  Then  Jedediah,  the  pried,  faid  t.nto  he*; 
Kilo  weft  ihou  not,  lifter  Czfrey,  old  things  are  done  a- 
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way,  and  all  things  are  become  new,  that  without  thy 

help  we  may  be  all  loft. 

56.  And  (he  faid,  If  thou  wilt  keep  it  fecret,  and 
fwear  unto  me,  then  I  will  fatisfy  all  thy  delires. 

$7.  And  it  came  to  pafs  that  Jedediah  did  fo,  and 
Mother  Carey  was  therewith  content,  but  Obadiah 
grumbled  within  himfelf,  yet  neverthelefs  fpake  he 
not  a  word. 

58.  Now  Mother  Carey  faid,  Whom  fliall  I 
bring  up  unto  thee  ? 

59.  Then  Jedediah  the  Prieft  anfwered  and  faid, 
Bring  me  up  OLIVER  CROMWELL. 

60.  And  when  the  woman  faw  OLIVER,  me 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  fpake  unto  Jedediah, 
faying,  Why  haft  thou  deceived  me  ;  I  took  thee  for 
Obadiah,  but  thou  art  Jedediah  the  prieft,  that  hath 
done  this  thing,  and  why  haft  thou  conftrained  me 
to  call  up  fuch  a  monfter  ? 

61.  And  he  faid  unto  her,  filter  Carey,  my  charm- 
er, be  not  afraid,  the  neceffity  of  the  times  maketh  it 
necelTary  ;  what  feeft  thou,  what  faftrion  is  he  of  ? 

62.  And  (he  anfwered,  an  old  man,  with  a  light 
crowned  hat,  cometh  up  with  whifkers,  having  on  a 
brigandine  or  coat  of  mail,  a  breaft  plate  of  boldnefs, 
a  two  edged  fword  in  his  hand,  half  boots  on  his  legs, 
his  belt  ftuck  round  with  piftols,iike  the  devil  in  a  thorn 
bum,  and  a  face  like  unto  the  face  of  a  Rhinoceros. 

63.  Then  Jedediah  knew  that  it  was  OLIVER, 
and  he  inclined  his  face  to  the  ground,  and  bowed 
himfelf,  likewife  did  Aminadab  and  Obadiah. 

64.  And  CROMWELL  faluted  them  and  faid, 
GRACE  BE  UNTO  YOU,  wherefore  have  you 
difquieted  me  to  bring  me  up  ? 

[]    To  he  Continued,  ] 
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THEN  anfwered  Jedediah,  and  faid,  Thjr 
fons  are  in  great   diftrefs,  for  the  Gage- 
ites  are  come  into  the  land,   they  are 
preparing  for  our  deftruftion,  and  to  mak6 
war  againft  thy  people,  therefore  thy  coun- 
cil and  fpiric  are  much  wanted  at  this  time,  for  unto 
whom  can  we  feek  for  fuccour  but  unto  thee,  next  t# 
the  Lord  of  Hofts  ? 

2.  Moreover  there  be  forrte  eunuchs  of  the  tribe 
ef  Levi,  Coo-rites,  the  Friendly  AddreiTer,  andR-— 
g~ g,  the  pretended  Letter  PrefTer,  that  want  to  divide 
the  people  into  factions,  and  who  go  about  like  unto 
owls  by  night  privily,  in  the  high  ways,  in  the  ftreets* 
in  the  alleys,  lanes,  and  in  the  fecret  places  thereof. 

3.  Harranguing  the  ignorant,  and  making  fcan* 
dalous  pamphlets,  and  news-papers,  againft  the  Con- 
grefs,  and  againft  the  proceedings  thereof,  endeavor- 
ing to  fet  it  at  nought,  and  againft  thy  people,  and 
blafpherae  thy  name. 

4.  Therefore  be  not  thou  angry  with  thy  fons,  we 
pray  thee,  neither  be  thou  difpleafed  with  our  filter 
Carey,  who  Hands  trembling  and  weeping  before  thy:- 
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face,  for  behold  me  hath  done  this  thing  at  my  defire, 
and  that  good  may  come  out  of  evil,  therefore  let  all 
thy  vengeance,  if  any,  fall  upon  the  head  of  Obadiah, 
for  he  {hewed  her  unto  me,  and  brought  me  hither, 
but  be  not  thou  angry  wiih  thy  fons,  we  pray  thee, 
for  thy  name  is  precious  in  their  mouths. 

5.  Then  CROMWELL,  looking  pleafantly  on 
the  woman,  took  her  by  the  hand,  and  laid  unto  her, 
Comfort  thy  heart,  daughter  Carey,  thou  that  art  the 
daughter"  of  the  mother  of  all  witches,  for  no  harm 
fhall  come  unto  thee,  and  the  woman  made  a  low 
curtefey  unto  him,  and  dried  up  her  tears,  and  her 
fears  vanifhed  away,  and  he  faid  unto  Obadiah,  Oba- 
diah, thou  hail  done  well. 

6.  Then  fpake  OLIVER  unto  Jedediah,  and  faid, 
Regard  not  thou  thefe  fons  of  flander,  for  they  be  fy- 
cophants  and  underftrappers  ;  they  be  like  unto  mon- 
keys grinning  at  a  lion,  like  unto  puppies  barking  at 
.the  moon    they  are  wolves  in  meep^  cloathingi 

7.  For  thefe  things  do  they  to  ferve  themfelves, 
that  they  may  be  taken  notice  of  and  rewarded 

by  their  m after,  even  as  the  traitors  B  d  and 

H  -n  arere  warded,  and  who  wil  lfay  unto  them, 

.Well  done,  ye  good  and  faithful  fervants,  come  thou, 
and  take  the  mitre  on  thy  head,  and  be  a  BISHOP  ; 
and  come  thou  unto  me,  for  thou  malt  be  the  KING'S 
PRINTER. 

8.  Now  mark  what  I  fnall  fay  unto  you,  Jededi- 
ah, I  will  deal  with  their  fuperiors  and  not  with  them, 
and  notwithstanding  their  utmoft  efforts  to  enflave 
you,  the  lamp  of  liberty  mall  frill  burn  with  purified 
oil,  like  unto  that  which  ran  down  Aaron's  beard, 
not  made  of  blubber,  but  pure  virgin  oil,  and  trium- 
phantly mall  ye  rejoice  in  the  fmell  thereof. 

9.  And  although  they  make  a  jeft  of  our  divine 
charter,  our  bleffed  Magna  Charta,  yet  mall  it  »ot  ba 
proiliiuted  to  wrap  up  their  poifonous  TEA* 
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10.  But  I  will  caufe  the  lining  of  their  TEA 
CHESTS  to  be  caft  up  and  converted  into  mufket 
balls,  and  the  chefts  themfelves  (hall  be  mctamorpho- 

fed  into  a  whipping-poft  and  pillory  for  B  d 

and  H  n. 

11.  And  the  remainder  thereof  mall  be  trans- 
formed into  tar-barrels,  and  into  traps  to  catch  the 
Coo— r--ites,  the  R  g-n-itcs,  and  other  half  priced 
political  rats  ;  for  have  not  I  fpoken  it  ?  Saith. 
OLIVER. 

12.  Then  fpake  Jedediah,  and  lifted  up  his  hands 
and  eyes,  and  faid,  O  ho\v  highly  favored  are  we  thy 
Tons,  that  it  be  permitted  that  thou,  our  great  Lord 
and  mighty  Prote&or,  regarded  his  children,  who  ha- 
teft  hypocrify  and  diflimulation,  whofe  confeience  is 
always  void  of  offence,  who  refufed  an  earthly  crown, 
that  thou  mighteft  be  rewarded  with  a  crown  of  glo- 
ry, who  art  ambitious  only  for  the  glory  of  the  King 
of  Kings,  thou  whofe  confummate  fortitude,  magna- 
nimity and  prudence,  whofe  great  and  divine  talents 
were  bellowed  from  above,  to  anfwer  wife  purpofes 
and  happy  events,  how  did  thou  raife  the  fading  glo- 
ly  and  dying  reputation  of  the  Britifh  nation,  beyond 
the  highefl  pitch  of  Roman  greatnefs  ;   the  heads  of 

'Kings  and  Princes  were  but  as  fnow  balls  in  thine 
hands,  and  thou  huftled  powers,  principalities,  and 
kingdoms  as  in  a  cap,  thou  became  the  dread  and 
terror  of  the  nations  round  about,  thou  fwayed  the 
fceptre  of  this  tcrreftrial  univerfe,  and  held  the  ba- 
lance of  power  in  thine  own  hand,  thoa  broughtef: 
true  religion  to  the  higheft  pitch,  and  banifljed  en- 
thufiafm,  fanaticifm,  high  church  bigotry,  popifti  fu- 
perftition,  and  pretenders  to  faintfhip  out  of  the  land, 
thou  fhook  his  Holinefs's  chair,  made  the  tripple 
crown  of  the  great  dragon  to  totter,  thou  vadeit  the 
papal  cap  to  fall  off  from  his  hoary  pare,  thou  pulled 
the  purple  robe  from  off  his  Ihouldsrs,  and  made 
thereof  a  carpet  for  the  foles  of  thy  (hoes,  and  left 
him  as  bare  as  an  unfledged  woodpecker  ;  thou  fuf- 
fered  not  the  haughty  King  of  France  to  enjoy  boall- 
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ed  vain  title,  but  permitted  him  to  be  called  only  the 
iimple  French  King  ;  the  invincible  proud  Spaniard 
thou  humbled  in  the  dud,  and  made  their  Donmips, 
Don  Falfey  Benabio,  and  Don  Diego  Surley  Phiz, 
their  minifters  as  fubmiffive  as  fpaniels,  thou  defpifed 
their  treafure,  their  filver  and  their  gold,  and  funk 
their  galloons  in  the  depths  of  the  fea,  the  fly  Hogan 
Mogans  of  the  United  Provinces  trembled  at  thy  nod, 
they  befought  thy  friendlhip,  and  their  High  Migh- 
tinefles  became  the  poor  and  diftrefied  ftates  ;  the 
ftrong  holds  and  impenetrable  caftles  of  the  piratical 
Algerines  became  but  as  fport  and  paftime  in  thine 
hands,  and  the  mips  of  all  nations  thou  made  to  lower 
their  pride,  pay  bondage,  and  bow  down  to  thy  all 
conquering  flag  ;  thou  fetteft  up  whatfoever  thou 
pleafeft,  and  pulleth  down  whomsoever  thou  wilt. 

13.  Now  behold,  while  Jedediah  was  fpeaking, 
CROMWELL  fmiled  on  him,  and  it  pleafed  him, 
infomuch  that  it  made  his  heart  glad  and  leap  for  joy, 
for  he  was  not  proof  againft  flattery,  but  rpjoiced  to 
hear  his  own  actions  and  great  atchievements  praifed 
and  extolled,  even  unto  the  ikies. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pafs,  when  he  had  twirled 
his  whifkers,and  ftroked  his  beard,  he  faith  unto  him,  . 
He  that  is  not  for  us  is  againft  us,  what  meaneth 
Thomas  the  Ufurper. 

15.  Behold  I  will  fhortly  let  him  know  to  his 
forrow,  what  it  is  to  difturb  the  pious  afties  of  them 
that  fleepeth,  to  threaten  my  beloved  people,  and  to 
affront  the  majefty  of  OLIVER,  for  in  feven  night? 
will  I  appear  in  a  vifion  before  him,  face  to  face. 

16.  Hearken  therefore,  Jedediah,  to  what  I  (hall 
/peak  in  thine  ear,  take  counfel  of  me,  and  fuffer  not 
your  fpirits  to  flag,  be  thou  and  our  people  refolute, 
give  not  back  one  inch, and. if  fobe  ye  are  conftrained 
to  fight  with  them,  behold  I  will  be  in  the  midft  of 
you,  you  fhall  find  me  in  the  centre,  in. the  wings, 
2nd  in  the  fore  front  of  the  battle,  and  when  ycu  find 
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me  flinch,  then  execrate  the  name  and  memory  of 
OLIVER. 

17.  For  I  will  break  thefe  chains  afunder  which 
have  been  prepared  to  fhackle  you,  and  they  ihall 
moulder  away  like  clay,  and  you  {hall  furely  pro\'e  vic- 
torious, and  triumph  over  your  enemies  ;  and  am  not 
I  your  LORD  PROTECTOR  ;  for  hiftory  cannot 
point  out,  neither  can  the  Chronicles  tell  wherein  a 
true  born  Oiiverian  ever  flinched  or  forfookeU  his  caufc; 
witnefs  my  prowefs  at  the  memorable  battle  of  Marf- 
don  Moor. 

*■ 

18.  Moreover  I  will  caufe  the  heads  of- Johnny  the 
Boteite,  and  Haman  the  Northite,  to  be  lopped  off 
from  their  moulders,  even  as  the  limb  of  a  tree  is  lop- 
ped off,  and  they  mall  be  hanged  on  a  gallows  fifty 
cubits  high,  and  they  fhall  remain  on  the  walls  of  the 
gates  of  Britain  as  a  memorial,  even  as  I  was  oftimes 
wont  to  ferve  traitors  of  old,  and  as  rebels  are  ferved. 

19.  Then  were  the  hearts  of  Jedediah  and  Amina- 
dab  and  Obadiah  glad,  and  they  bowed  feven  times 
unto  OLIVER,  and  fell  with  their  faces  to  the  ground. 

20.  And  OLIVER  faid  unto  them,  Rife  and  ftand 
up  on  yoar  feet  like  men,  and  go  ye  into  the  city  and 
tell  my  people,  you  have  this  night  feen  the  face  of 
Cromwell  their  Lord  ..Protector,  which  no  man  hath 
ieen  this  fix-fcore  years, 

21.  Moreover  tell  Phineas,  the  captain  of  the  hoft, 
the  Con  of  Eleazer,  be  ftrong  and  whet  up  his  plow- 
mares  into  fwords,  and  his  pruning  hooks  into  fpears. 

7.z.  Tell  Occunncocogeecococacheecadungo,  my 
brother,  fill  his  quiver,  and  Hand  up  and  tarry  till  I 
come,  and  take  ye  this  in  thine  hand  and  proclaim  it 
through  the  city,  and  throughout  all  the  land  of  New- 
England  ;  farewel,  while  I  make  an  excurfion  to  the 
m3nfions  of  them  that  fleepeth  ;  and  aw?ke  and  roufe 
up  my  faithful  Fairfax,  Lambert,  and  the  reft  of  my 
brave  warriors  :  THE  LORD  PROSPER  YOU; 
GRACE  EE  UNTO  YOU. 
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23.  And  he  departed  out  of  their  fight  in  a  terri* 
hte  whirlwind,  and  they  faw  him  no  more  that  time, 
neither  knew  they  where  or  which  way  he  went. 

24..  Now  as  foon  as  Venus,  the  evening  ftar,  began 
to  be  dull  and  drowfy,  they  took  their  leave  of  Mother 
Carey  and  Jedediah  the  prieft,  fhook  her  by  the  hand 
and  ftroked  her,  and  kifl'ed  her,  and  looked  wifhfully 
on  her,  and  becaufe  the  night  was  cold  and  rainy,  me 
covered  his  moulders  with  her  neweft  under  garment, 
and  me  fmiled  on  him,  and  they  went  their  way. 

25.  Howbeit,  Obadiah  went  on  grumbling  and 
foriowful,  nor  yet  opened  his  mouth, 

26.  And  it  came  to  pafs,  as  they  were  on  their 
Way,  that  Aminadab  pondered  thefe  things  in  his  heart. 

27.  Now  behold  when  they  were  come  into  the 
city,  that  on  the  next  day,  and  in  the  morning  there- 
of, Jedediah  the  prieft  caufed  all  the  people  to  be  af- 
fembled,  and  they  came  from  all  quarters  and  afTem- 
l>Ied  themfelves  together,  and  from  the  fuburbs,  and 
from  the  country,  and  the  villages  and  towns  round 
about,  a  very  great  multitude. 

28.  And  he  faid,  Liften,  brethren,  I  pray  you, 
that  you  may  underftand,  for  behold  our  Lord  Protec- 
tor OLIVER  hath  appeared,  and  hath  commanded  me, 
his  fervant,  to  proclaim  this  unto  you  ;  and  he  pulled 
from  under  his  mantle  a  roll  of  parchment  (for  he 
wore  no  cafTock  or  band)  and  he  faid,  Give  attention, 
O  all  ye  people  ;  and  the  people  remained  filent,  and 
he  read  therein,  with  a  loud  voice,  and'fpake  to  them 
through  a  fifherman's  trumpet  and  faid, 

By  his  HIGHNESS  OLIVER  CROMWELL,  the 
mod  invincible,  PuLTant,  Invulnerable,  Magnani- 
mous, and  Evangelical  LORD  PROTECTOR  of 
the  Common -Wealth  of  the  Province  of  the  MafTa- 
chufetts-Bay  in  New-England,  and  the  Territories 
^hereunto  depending,  Generalifiimo,  Chancellor, 
end  Lord  High  Admiral  of  the  fame. 
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A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS  I  have  received  information, 
that  his  Excellency  Thomas,  furnamed  the 
G'geite,  otherwife  called  the  Ufurper,  on  the  23th 
day  of  September  laft,  did  moft  daringly,  wantonly, 
abominably,  wickedly,  atrocioufly  and  devililhly,  and 
without  my  knowledge,  allowance,  approbation,  in- 
struction or  confent,  fint  had  and  obtained,  and  with- 
out my  name,  and  the  imperial  fignet  of  the  Com- 
mon-Wealth, affixed  thereunto,  did  prefume,  and  ipfo 
faJ2o  ifTue  forth  and  publifh  a  moft  diabolical  and 
treafon2ble  proclamation,  in  order  to  delude  my  true 
and  faithful  fubjects,  and  caufe  them  to  fwerve  from 
the  right  way,  and  to  throw  off  their  allegiance  unto 
me  their  true,  lawful,  rightful  Lord,  and  Sovereign 
Protector,  to  the  great  deteriment  and  difquiet  of 
their  confidence?,  by  endeavoring  to  eftablifh  the  doc- 
trine of  the  arrant  Whore  of  Rome,  as  well  as  their 
worldly  intereft,"  by  commanding  my  loving  fubjects 
to  pay  the  taxes  and  other  duties  and  cuitoms  of  the 
land,  into  the  hands  of  a  tool  of  his  own  appointment. 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  That  for  divers  good 
caufes  and  confiderations,  which  (hall  be  made  mani- 
fell  in  doe  time,  I  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  confent  of  my  trufty  and  well  beloved 
coufins,  generals,  and  council,  Fairfax,  Ireton,  Wil- 
loughby,  Zankey,  Skippon,  Hammond,  Rainfborough, 
Pride,  Lambert,  Coote,  Venabies,  BroghilJ,  Hewfon, 
Abbott,  Reynholds,  Ewer,  Liburn,  Fleetwood,  Dsf- 
borough,  Harrifon,  Blake,  Gibbon?,  Marfh  and  Jones, 
to  ifTue  this  my  proc!ama"icn,  and  the  authority  afore  - 
faid,  do  highly  difapprove  and  contemn  the  above  re- 
cited proclamation,  hereby  ftritlly  charging  and  en- 
joining, and  exhorting  all  felectmen,  judges,  juftices 
of  the  peace,  fherifFs,  collectors  of  taxes,  conltable?, 
and  all  whom  it  may  concern,  to  difregarc1,  reject  and 
utterly  refufe  paying  any  obedience  whatfoever  there- 
unto, but  that  they  do  forthwith  pay  all  monies,  fo 
received  or  may  hereafter  receive,  by  virtue  of  their 
offices,  into  the  hands  of  my  faithful,  trufty  coufm. 
and  worthy  collector,  Colonel  Bradftiaw,  whom  I  hav  e 
appointed  for  that  purpofe,  until  my  further  pieafure 
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in  the  premifes  be  made  known,  as  they  will  anftver 
the  contrary  at  their  peril,  or  otherwise  as  they  re- 
gard my  blefling. 

AND  WHEREAS  it  is  highly  expedient, 
to  the  intent  therefore,  that  the  perpetrator  of  fiich 
unheard  of  and  unparalleled  piece  of  effrontery,  and 
mifdemanors,  fhould  be  apprehended  and  brought  to 
condign  punilhment,  and  that  it  may  be  a  caution 
to  all  and  every  one,  not  to  commit  the  like  tref- 
pafs,  I  do  hereby  further,  by  the  advice  and  confent 
of  the  council  aforefaid,  promife,  that,  if  any  perfon 
or  perfons  Ihall  apprehend  and  deliver*  or  caufe  to 
be  delivered,  over  to  the  Selectmen  of  Boftcn,  cr  to 

Colonel  John  H  k,  Moderator  and  (Chairman  of 

the  Provincial  Cor.grefs,  the  faid  Thomas  farnaraed 
the  Gageite,  or  otherwife  named  the  U  — .  fuch 
perfon  or  perfons  {hall  thereupon  have,  and  receive, 
out  of  the  profits  arifing  from  the  I  F  the  TEA, 
a  reward  of  ONE  SHILLING  OLD  TENOR;  ever 
and  above  what'  the  Charter  of  province  allow! 
in  fuch  cafes  made  and  provided. 

GIVEN  under  my  hand,  and  the  great  and  Ira- 
imperial  i;gnet  of  the  Common-Wealth  of  ihe 
Province  of  New-England,  at  Bcflon,  the  27th 
day  of  October,  in  the  )ear  of  our  Lord,  One 
thoufand  (even  hundred  and  feventy-four,  and 
in  or  abou:  ihe  tenth  year  of  our  SOVEREIGN 
LORD  PERSECUTION,  bv  the  GRACE  of 
SATAN,  KiNG  of  TYRANNY,  CONFU-
